Fbr years the 
country lying between the Laramies and 
Fort Halleck has been subject to Indian ir- 
ruptions, from the Black Hills and the coun- 
try north of Fort Laramie. Fort Halleck, 
however, has been abandoned, and there are 
no soldiers in the vicinity; troops have been 

ent all the way from Fort Bridger to Hal- 
eck, a distance of upwards of three hundred 
wiles. When they get there it is very safe to 


mountains and far away.” During the entire 
winter, the savages from the Arkansas to the 
Yellowstone have been buying, receiving, 
deggingand stealing arms and ammunition and 
preparing for the Spring and Summer am- 
paign. The grassis now sufficiently grown 
to farnish their ponies ample forage, and they 
have fall sweep of the plains and Territories. 

The troops can no more follow and overtake 
them, than they can the swift autelope of the 
plains. We surmise the Indians ure invinci- 
ble, because they cannot be coralled in a large 


army of ten or twenty thousand men with bag- 
gage trains and equipments to chastise them. 
Two hundred thousand soldiers could not 
whip the red skins in the Summertime. In 
the depth of winter or in the early spring is 
the only time when troops can be available 
for offensive warfare against the Indians of 
the plains; but when winter comes, the tradi- 
tional policy will, we suppose, be again pur- 
sued. Treat with the brutes, and furnish 
mem with the necessary livelihood during the 
Storms of the season.
